THE B.iXXOCKUURN W.kTER RACE. 

Messrs Berry, Rendall, and party are mak- 
ing very gratifying progress with the can- 
struetion tlieir large race, which was com- 
menced about ten months ago. The inco is 
constructed to carry from twelve to fourteen 
heads of water. Its length will be between 
eighteen and twenty miles j and its height 
will render tho water available for tlie wliolo 
of tlie Bannockburn di.strict, as it will bo 
some considciMble distuico above the xVll 
Nations Company’s mcc. Tho reefs, there- 
fore, a-s well as the wholo of the alluvial 
ground in the district, will derive benefit 
from it. 

To supply any insunicicncy of water that 
might be ciiu.sed during the summer mouths 
from tbe small quantity flowing in the Bai - 
nockbum, the pr-iprietoi*s have secured a 
grant for eight heads from Coal Greek. At 
the present rate of progress, the race will oc- 
cupy another twelve mouths before com- 
pletion, but it may fah’ly be presumed that 
the w'atcr will be partially available for uso 
within six months from the prc.sent time. 
The value of tlie scheme is evident to any 
one who is acquainted with the Bannockburn 
district, the scarcity of water being much 
felt by the inhabitants of that locality. 

Tho company of practical and intelligent 
minera w’ho are carrying out this important 
and Bcmewhat fomiid.abic undertaking, de- 
serve all praise for the skill, energy, and 
per.severance they have Ijrought into action 
for the benefit of their fellow inincrji. 

Here is an iastance in which a portion of 
the amount voted by the General Assembly 
for water supply might be moat advanta- 
geoualy applied tow^urda assisting private en- 
terprUe. The completion of the Bannock- 
burn race will be the signal for taking up 
and profitably working several hundred acres 
of tho richest auriferous gi'ound in tl;c Pro- 
vince ; and if tbe rRcc-ownem can be as- 
sisted in a way that would tend to bring 
the work to a speedy conclusion, the wlmle 
Province will derive benefit from tho grant- 
ing of that a-sslsUncR. The promoters of tho 
undertaking have, in fact, a right to df' ntind 
Govermnent aid : it must not be j'cgirdcd ao 
a matter of favour at all.

Ol'K conteinporai-y the Dunstan Times gives 
uttei'.'ince to ideas of the cfiidest kind in 
connection with matters afleeting the wel- 
fare of the mining districts. So immature 
and outre are they in many respects, that it 
is reasonable to believe our contemporary 
to be an adept in some of the usages cha- 
racteristic of the aborigines of this hemi 
s]ilmre. Australian natives are accustomed 
to the throwing of a pecitiiai' weapon called j 
the boomerang. This, if it falls to hit the 
mark at which it has beeu hurled, returns 
after a circuitous flight to the thrower, 
who, if he be unskilled in its use. is apt 
to receive imicii injury from its misdirected 
cflbrts. This is preci.sely the condition of 
tho Clyde journal, which, in a late is-sue, 
has lieen .slinging its “ liooiuerang" quite 
disastrously for it-self. It imputes partisan 
motives to the Comiiiittee appointed for 
the administration of justice to the gold- 
llelds, and thinks mining communities wdl I 
not got fair play. It admits that Clyde is 
not favourably looked upon as a site for 
the gaol, and yet ignores the fact that there 
arc only itself and Cromwell to he chosen 
from for this jmrpose. The inevitable con- 
sequence must therefoi'e be that Cromwell 
is most eligible, and will be selected. It 
deprecates tne exertions of our representa- 
tives, and jHills the ‘‘long bow” a little in 
doing so. Why .should Mr Hickey’s re- 
conuuemlations, backed np by the unani- 
mous supiiort of his constituents, and the 
signatures of 700 petitioners, not have as 
ns much e/Tcct in influencing the decision 
of the legislature as those of Mr Shepherd, 
tho advocate of less numerous memorial- 
ists, ami the representative of a house 
divided against itselfl This is casting the 
boomerang inefl'eotually with a vengeance. 

It is a gross misstatement to assert that 
Mr Hickey was only returned by tlie 
smallest of m:ijoritie.s. If facts had been 
sought after before giving pnbUcity to such 
direotlalsiticationi lesser injury would then i 
at least hava been inflicted uj>on the tot- 
tering cause of Clyde by its Quixotic 
champion than is now irremediably com- 
niitted, " Where ignorance is bliss, ic." 
We will, however, supply the information 
held back upon this point. The number 
of voles polled collectively at the late elec- 



tion of a member for the Kawarau district 
was 199, The Totea for the various candi- 
dates stood thus: Hickey, 84; Hughes, 
62 ; Marsh, 63 ; — giving Mr Hickey a 
clear majority of 22 votes beyond those of 
his closest competitor, and leaving him in 
the enviable position of having had recorded 
in his favour nearly one-half of the elec- 
toral suffrages, although there were two 
other able Eichmonds in the field besides 
himself. Many famous Australian legis- 
lators, and not a few New Zealand ones 
as well, have ere new exchanged the toi’ 
some life of a digger for the no less arduoui 
duties of a senator ; and tliough Mr Hickey 
did coma up from Waitahiina the other 
day, as the JDunstan Times says, still, owing 
to his residence of over twenty months in 
the district, lie has managed to make 
himself conversant with the wants of the 
place, a task not difficult to a fairly intelli- 
gent man of common sense capacity. It 
is doubtless true that the trio, Messia 
Bastings, Brown, and Hickey do not know 
much of the Dunstan district, except 
from what is seen in and about Cromwell. 
But take Cromwell and its surroundings 
out of the district, and, lo! what a change 
comes over the scene : Clyde dwindling to 
the finest point of tenuity, for Alexandra 
prefers acting by herself in all mattei'S bear- 
ing on acts of public or local right. 

That the enormous population (what a 
stnpenduous annouuoeraent!) located in 
the valley of the Molyneux does not regard 
Clyde as its geographical centre — whatever 
that may mean — is pretty well understood, 
we should imagine, by all acquainted with 
the topography of the Province. To the 
dwellers on its broad banks, and in its 
most settled and populous quarters from 
the Teviot to the Beaumont, Tuapeka 
IS more contiguous and readily accessible 
than is the township adjacent to Alexandra, 
and known as Clyde. It is hard, though, 
that hecau.se persons are actuated hv mo- 
tives of regard for the public good, thev 
should be abused, as have been those of 
Alexandra, by the local organ. Ah ! how 
applicable is the old saw — •" Save us from 
our friends !” How naive, too, the state- 
ment that signatures can be obtained to 
any petition on the gold-fields ! How 
eompiimeiuary to the minors who signed 
the Alexandra one, and to the diggers of 
Otago generally ! Would it be too much 
to ask, if thus rule holds good, What value 
is attached to the 194 signatures appended 
to the Clyde memorial? Verily, there bo 
scribes who "darken counsel by svords 
without knowledge." 

It is scarcely worth whilo mentioning at 
greater length the self-imposed wounds of 
the unskilful boomerang-hurler, except to 
disabuse the minds of those misled by 
garbled statement or impracticable sugges- 
tion. Out of the 700 signature.s to the 
petition in favour of a Supreme Court at 
Cromwell, 200 are those of persons residont 
in the Lake country. 

The finances of the Province do not ad- 
mit of, nor the requirements of the district 
necessitate, the establishment of Supreme 
Court Sessions in all great ruining centres. 
Such a view is absurd, and it is equally 
absurd to compare Otago with Victoria in 
that respect. Only plain realities will bo 
dealt with by the Legislature ; impos.si- 
bilities will not be countenanced. In con- 
clusion, we cannot do better tlian let the 
DunsUin Times speak for us, by quoting 
the conclusion of its last leader : — “ All 
“ will come right in the end : common 
" sense must prevail." Should such be the 
case, Clyde’s chances of selection for the 
Gaol, or the Supreme Court Sessions, are 
those of a very forlorn hope indeed.

It was resolved that an eutrance fee of 
10s should be exacted from each menibor, and 
that at the expiration of three months, the pro- 
ceeds, if say, after {laying expenses, should be 
devoted to supplementing the funds of soma 
charitable institution, or for school aid. The 
names of about twenty merabera were at once 
taken down. All the arrangements will be 
under the supervieion of an etheiont eonimitlco, 
BO that a select ami res|iectabla meeting m.iy 
always be expected. The lovers of dancing 
the hfannockburn will thus have an opportunity 
of availing theraselves of the invigorating recre- 
ation this amusement otlers.
